Senator Conkling has been interview- 


ed since the election concerning the 
causes of the defeat of the Republican 
party and expressed himself with his 
accustomed clearness and force. Speak- 
ing of the Saratoga fraud, the Senator 
said: "I know nothing about the matter; 
don't know even that there was a fraud; 
don't believe all that is said about it; 
don't think it had anything to do with 
the result, and dou't care whether it had 
or not. If a good ticket was nominate^ 
I contend that it was the duty of every 
Kepublican to vote for it. A fraud such 
as is charged to this one man, Chairman 
of the convention, is not cause enough 
to bolt the tfcket." When asked if he 
did not think the charge that the Na- 
tional Administration interfering in the 
work of the convention affected the re- 
sult, the Senator said: 


"That, I think, did have an effect. 
I 


don't know whether it interfered or noi; 
but I do know that if it did, no rebuke 
could be strong enough. 
Nobody has 
asked my political advice from ma since 
I was defeated. 
Since that event my 


advice in party matters has not been 
worth anything, I suppose. But if I 
had been asked, I should have most 
certainly opposoil tho selection of Judge 
Folger as a candidate for Governor, aud 
simply because he was connected with 
the National Administration. 
I have 


always been opposed to centralization of 
political power and influence in the Na- 
tional Administration. It was practi- 
cally to demonstrata this principle that 
I resigned the United States Senator- 
ship. I was charged with a desir* to 
usurp power and influence in this re- 
spect. I was unjustly so charged. I 
was endeavoring to restrain the National 
Administration 
from that usurpation. 


And I say new that when the repieseuta- 
tives of this ov any other Stato loss their 
power and influauoe as to the praroga- 
tives of their States respectively; when 
the Chief Executive of the Nation is 
clothed with exclusive power to exercise 
it at his will, then the time will have ar- 
rived for the States to abdicate the sep- 
arate powers guaranteed them by the 
Constitution, and submit obsequiously 
to an elective official clothed with mon- 
archial powers. I say again, if tho 
nomination of Judge Folger was foisted 
upon the State Convention by the Ad- 
ministration, his defeat is the only an- 
swer the pepple of this great State ought 
to have given to it. But I am not pie- 
pared to say it was. No member of the 
Administration ever bpoke to me about 
it; no supporter of that Administration 
ever mentioned.it to me. His nomina- 
tion was as much a snrpiise to me aa it 
could have been to any one."
